The following article, written by Dr. A. B. 
Childs, is spoken of by Dr. Wm. H. Holeombe 
as an ‘admirable resume of Tolstoi’s opinions, 
as expressed in his book, ‘My Religton:’” 

Millions of sermons and lectures have been 


| preached and printed for the suppression and 
abolition of evil. 


An awful sum of punishment has been dealt 
out to poor human beings, by human hands, to 
crush and destroy the monster called evil. 

Man may preach and write, legislate, war, 
and talk against it, till the hairs of his head 
shall all be numbered, and the amount of evil 
in the world shall in no wise be lessened 
thereby. 

Man may inflict punishment for evil, admin- 
ister the penalties of his own laws, and in 
every act resist evil, and still it is not lessened 
or abolished, 

But all preaching, writing, legislative anil 
executive acts, all individual,’ social and po- 
litical efforts-for the banishment of evil by 
command, law, or force, only intensify its real 
existence, 

All that resists evil strengthen 
port it, 

Enough time, effort and money have been 
spent in carrying on this war with evil to war- 

rant the aftirmation that evil never can be 
lessened by resisting it. 

He who blows against the wind to stop its 
blowing only produces the thing he tries to 
stop. So he who wars with sin makes more 
of that which he tried to lessen. He who 
preaches in eloquence against the evils of the 
world only fans the fires rot ev il, which burn all 
the brighter for it. 

This ‘general effort in all ages to lessen the 
evils of the wortd by resistance is of man’s in- 
vention; it ever has been and ever will be 
rewarded by signal failure. 

The church stands foremost in the war 
against evil, whereby it has left the foundation 
stone of Christianity out, and built its super- 
structure, not on the foundation of Christ, but 

on man’s devices, namely: on a deadly enmity 
tosin. It will totter and fall. 

There is a sentence of three words that con- 
tains, in germ, a code of law for the perfect 
abolition of all the inharmonies of the world. 
These three words were uttered by Christ on a 
mountain near Jerusalem, more than eighteen 
hundred years ago, and contain more origi- 
nality that may be turned to practical use than 
all the originality since propounded in morality 
and religion, namely: “Resist not evil.”’ 

This precept the church has vigorously cast 
aside as inexplicable, the state as unsafe, sO- 
ciety as dangerous, and men have shrunk 
before its awful grandeur in the blindness of 
ignorance. Commentators have tried all ways 
to solve this enigma. 

Infidelity has sworn that it was a plain but 
stupid lie. 

All who feel superior to the culprit have 
pushed aside these words of Christ as Utopian, 
unsafe, enigmatical, unsound, wild, unmean- 
ing, dangerous and devilish for practical adop- 
tion. 

The great feature that keeps the church and 
state separate from and outwardly at war with 
Christ and the glad tidings he brought the 
world is hatred for the sinner instead of love ; 
revenge for evil deeds instead of charity. 

No body of men has ever yet dared to adopt 
the government of Christ. 

Here and there may have been some poor 
wanderer through life’s sorrows who has de- 
clared himself willing to do as Christ said and 
did; but whoever has done this, the people 
have called crazy, and he has been made an 

outcast and a beggar. 

But one of earth has yet tried and practi- 
cally lived under this government, and that 
was its propounder. He meekly bowed to the 
administration of this government, and in con- 
sequence, behold and see the power by which

The Orders of Parade of the Grand Army 
Amended. 

PHILADELPHIA, September 10.—The order 
of Department Commander Harper, of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, to observed 
on Friday next, the day of parade of the or- 
ganization, Which has provoked considerable 
criticism, owing to omission of any reference 
to President Cleveland. was explained as fol- 
lows today by Colonel Thomas J. Stewart, as- 
sistant adjutant—general, department of Penn- 
svivania, Grand Army Republic, who framed 
the order. The order asissued, read as follows: 

in passing the reviewing stand, or while being 
reviewed by Lieutenant General Philip H, Sheridan, 
United States army, none but post commanders 
will salute. Post colors will be dipped.

SCURVY AMONG PRISONERS.

Bad Yood Given to Prisoners in the Jail at 
New Orleans. 

New ORLEANS, September 10,--For several 
years inmates of the parish prison, of this city, 
have been suffering froma peculiar disease 
frequently terminating in death. Thirty-nine 
cases of the disease and five deaths have oc- 
curred since January. The disease has gen- 
erally been attributed to the damp condition 
of the prison. A physician of the state board 
of health made a thorough examination of the 
matter and his report does away entirely with 
the dampness theory, and states that the sick- 
ness is caused by imsutiicient food. The ra- 
tions consist of acup of tea and a piece of 
bread in the morning and soup during the 
day. The meat forsoup is provided by con- 
tract at a very low rate and has several tintes 
heen condenmed by the residents. The sur- 
veon says this food is wholly insufticient. The 
inspeeting physician declares that several of 
the prisoners presented evidence of seurvy. 
TYhe board of health has called the attention 
of the parish authorities to the condition of 
affairs and insists that prisoners be provided 
with better meat and with vegetables occa- 
sionally.

The Bald Knobbers Enter a Plea 
of Gulity3 


AND ASK FOR THEIR SENTENCES 
A General Bellef:that the Missourl Ku-klux 


Will Get off with Light Penalties 
—Other Criminal News. 


JEFFERSON Crry, Mo., September 10.—The 
trial of the Bald Knobbers came to a sudden 
termination yesterday afternoon by the defen- 
dants ina body entering a plea of guilty. In 
the morning Colonel .Boyd, their counsel, 
showed fight, and the case of George Deaton 
was called. He was charged with bulldozing 
a homesteader, Ridouhone, John Denny and 
George Silvey were arraigned for whipping 
Caleb Atwood, and entered a plea of not guil- 
ty. Colonel Boyd asked for a severance of the 
two cases, which was denied. He then 
objected to the jury on the ground that it was 
prejudiced from hearing the other case. The 
court ordered the trial to proceed. 

When the court adjourned at noon, the gov- 
ernment had made the best ease up to date. 
The direct and circumstantial evidence was 
very strong, and when the afternoon session 
opened Colonel Boyd said: ‘All you Bald 
Knobbers who have not been tried, come for- 
ward,” 

John Wright, William Silvey, G e Sil- 
vey, John Denny, E. H. Denny and eo 
Wright responded. Colonel Benton stated to 
the court that an agreement had been reached 
with Colonel Boyd, that prisoners that had not 
yet been arraigned, together with the prison- 
ers on trial, should submit their cases jointly 
to the jury and agree to a verdict of guilty on 
all indictments; also, that the prisoners con- 
victed and under second indictment for beat- 
ing Hugh Ratcliff had agreed to the.same pro- 
cess. he jury returned a verdict of guilty in 
each case. Colonel Boyd then withdrew all 
motions fora new trial, and announced that 
the prisonert awaited sentence. 

Judge Kreckel said he would not pass sen- 
tence before next week. The men are all 
young, of good character, none of them being 
over 21 years of age. Thereis ng blood-thirsty 
demand for vengeance, and it is generally be- 
lieved that the sentence will be mild. 


A MUSICAL BOYCOTT. 


Arrest of Nine Members of Washington 
Musical Assembly. 

WASHINGTON, September 10.—The first pros- 
ecution brought in this city to test the legality 
of the boycott was initiated today by the ar- 
rest of nine musicians, members of the Wash- 
ington musical assembly No. 4,308, Knights of 
Labor, upon warrants sworn out by Franz 
Krouse, An aftidavit, accompanying the 
warrant, sets out that the men arrested con- 
spired to extort from Krouse, who 
was leader of the band, the sum of $75 on ac- 
count’ of: fines, and to prevent, by threat, a 
number of musicians whom he employed from 
vuursuing their calling and to boycott them. 
Ihe defendants, who number among them a 

rominent music dealer and several leaders of 
pands, were all released upon bail, the hear- 
ing of the cases being postponed until the end 
of next week. 


PROHIBITION IN ANNISTON. 


An Iron-Clad Law Which Keeps the Tige 
Out. 

ANNISTON, Ala., September 10—[Special.]— 
The prohibition law in Calhoun county is 
differeat from any other in the state. It was 
voted on by a special act of the legislature, 
and goes so far as to prevent even druggists 
from dispensing whisky with.a prescription 
from a physician, as is common in other dry 
sections. 

An auxiliary to our prohibition law is an 
other special act of the legislature making i 
a misdemeanor for the railroads or express 
company to bring whisky into the county in 
any shape; subject toa tine of $500, half of 
the fine to gotothe informant. This law is 
not in force in any other dry county. Tho 
railroad authorities instead. of testing the 
constitutionlity of the act under the 
advice of their attorneys in New York offered 
no opposition to the act, but upon the other 
hand voluntarily sent out circulars to all ship- 
ping points notifying railroad agents not to re- 
ceive whisky or even concealed packages which 
they supposed contain whisky. The manager 
of the express company issued similar orders 
stating as did also the railroad authorities, 
they did not want to do anything 
to conflict with local laws. Asevidence of the 
railroads interestin the enforcement of the 
law, anumber of disguised packages received 
here have been returned to shippers by the 
agents because they have reason to believe 
that the goods were contraband, the shipper 
having to pay the freight both ways. soth 
the railroads and express company, by their 
acts, manifest so much sympathy with the 
move, it is generally thought by knowing 
ones that no test as to the constitutionality of 
the law will ever be made. It remains to be 
seen whether the interstate commerce law 
will have any effect on thelaw. Besides these 
special laws governing the county, embodied 
in the new: charger,ol the city of Anniston, 
is a» clause, both to .prohibit or regulate 
the sale of whisky, within the corporate limits. 
Anniston alsé has a local option law in effect 
by a large Vote’of the citizens when the act of 
1831 was in foreein the county untildeclared 
void by the attorney-general of the state from 
a defect inthe heading of the original bill. 
On account of the strictness of the law and 
auxiltaries forbidding whisky being brought 
into the county but little finds its way here. 
Moonshiners from Cleberne and Randolph 
counties run ina few gallons at night but the 
United States officers are on the lookout for 
such characters, and usually pick them up. 
Detectives are employed to keep down the 
blind tigers; so altogether the prohibitien law 
is better enforced in this county, perhaps, than 
any other in the union.

On the Atlantic coast an exces- 
sive rainfall caused a luxuriant growth of the plant, 
but. the. fruitage was decreased. the 
upper. part of the Mississippi -valley and 
in Texas, the prolonged . drouth opera- 
ted adversely. Everywhere there has been unusual 
loss from shedding and rust, and the fruitage has 
been disappointing.

GOSSIP FROM GERMANY. 


The Movements of the Royal Family—The 
Czar and Emperor’s Expected Meeting. 
[Copyrighted 1887 by the New York Associated 

Press. | 


Bern, September 10.—The emperor and 
empress will leave Badensburg on Monday 
and will arrive at Stettin at half past four in 
the afternoon. They will remain there until 
Saturday. The poenens of the weck’s 
proceedings, published yesterday, has been 
eagerly scanned to see if there is any 
chance of a visit from the czar. Military ma- 
neuvres and social entertainments will fill every 
day, except Thursday, for which day the only 
engagement is an official dinner. There is no 
indication that a meeting of the emperors is 
intended. Was it ever projected, fis the Eques- 
tion now discussed ? 

The new Free Press, North German Ga- 
zette, and other official papers, seem to dis- 
credit the report that any preparations were 
made to receive the czar. But they cannot 
deny the fact that the Stettin authorities were 
warned to prepare for the reception of a great 
foreign pe who was popularly sup- 
posed to be the czar. 
expected to take place between Emperor Wil- 
liam and the czar is beyond doubt. Its aban- 
donment is attributed, in the highest circles, 
toan influence hostile to Germany, which 
was brought to bear on the czar aiter his ar- 
rival at Copenhagen. 

Bismarck, finding that the Czar hes‘tated 
whether to meet Emperér William, decided to 
show no solicitude about the matter and 
seized the occasion of the emperor's accident 
and his abandonment of the Konigsbery jour- 
ney to intimate a doubt whether the emperor 
would be able to go to Steitin, and that the 
projected interview must be dropped. 

The press and all parties coneur in saying 
that Bismarck has went far enough in humor- 
ing Russia. 

The Vossische Zeitung states that Bismarck 
favored the policy of Russia, as far as his 
friendship toward Austria permitted, but this 
did not satisfy the czar, nor has it finally tend- 
ed toa more friendly relation between Ger- 
many end Russia. What the czar desired was 
the active mediation of Germany in 
the Bulgarian question. Bismargk to take the 
initiative and propose European| intervention 
under the shadow of the Berlin treaty to pro- 
mote a settlement satisfactory to Russia, and 
Bismarck’s refusa! to either assume the initia- 
tive, or togive Russia any advice regarding 
- Buigaria, disappointed and irritated the czar, 
whose position is now worse than before an 
entente appeared probable. Instead. of sup- 
porting, Bismarck now. appears inclined to 
thwart the Russian policy. A signiticant indi- 
cation of the hanged Ailomaes is found in 
Germany’s answer to the porte’s note 
regarding General Ernroth’s mission, which 
declares the necessity to regulate the Bulgar- 
ian question in strict conformity with the Ber- 
lin treaty, meaning that Ernroth must not go 
to Bulgaria, or Russia interfere in any .way 
without the sanction of the powers. 

Prince Bismarck went to Badensburg yes- 
terday and had a long conference with the 
emperor. He will return to Friedrichshrahe on 
Friday, where he will receive Count Kalnoky, 
Austrian prime minister. The following week 
he will visit an Austrian statesman and so set 
at rest the rumors of any tendency toward a 
departure from his friendly aoe in relation 
to Austria. In official circles it is believed 
that Bismarck has finally decided — a 
bill in the reichstag increasing the duties on 
corn. 

Party demands, supported by numberless 

stitions from ali parts of the country, will 
fore the government to introduce a bill, 
though it is certain to hamper negotiations for 
a treaty of comerrce with Austria, and lead 
to further measures in favor of other than 
American interests. | 


KING MALIETOA’S FINE. 
The German Government Has No Advices 
From Samoa. 

Beriin, September 10.—The North German 
Gazette says that the government has received 
no information concerning the imposition of a 
heavy fine upon King Malietoa, of Samoa, and 
his subsequent deposition by the commander 
of the German squadron. It is true, the paper 
states, that the squadron was ordered to de- 
mand satisfaction for robberies committed on 
German plantations and for insults to Emperor 
William and abuse of Germans while celebrat- 
ing the emperor's birthday in Apia. If King 
Malietoa refused topay the damages and to 
give satisfaction for the insults, it is probable 
that the military intervened. Samoan foreign

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Avovsta, September 10-—[Special.)—Work 
on the new Savannah river steamers is rapidly 
progressing, and the contractors say that one 
of the boats will be completed and ready to 
make her first trip by the 15th of October, 

The fact that these boats were really being 
constructed has attracted the attention of ship 
owners, and a day or since Captain F. C. Mil- 
ler, representing McCaldin Brothers, of New 
York, large ship owners, was in the city for 
the purpose of connecting our steamers with 
his ships at Savannah, and having a water line 
_from here to New York and all eastern points. 
Captain Miller and Captain Smith, manager 
of the Augusta Steamboat company, had a 
consultation this morning in regard to making 
the arrangement.

The Savannah Murder Mystery Still Un- 


solved, 

SAVANNAH, Ga., September 10.—[Special.]— 
Just at the moment a promising chain of cir- 
cumstantial evidence had apparently fixed the 
woman found murdered near Bulie, tidings 
wore received from Mrs. Agnes Thompson,’ 
who was supposed to be the victim. “I know 
it is poor Aggio’s,” her sister sobbed ont yas- 
terday, and she kept repeating it, weeping as 
though her heart would break, to use ® figura- 
tive expression frequently applied in such 
cases. Mrs. Sicl#s, to whom the young 
folks are not connected by other ties than 
friendship, talked calmy about the matter. 
She was afraid that Mrs. Thompson was the 
victim of the Bulie tragedy, but she remarked 
that it was not then Tnows but that Mrs. 
Thompson was alive. The theory of the crime 
built up by Mr. Love was based on the supposi- 
tion that Mrs. Thompson was the victim. Re- 
covering her self-possession for‘'a few moments, 
Mrs. Lee came out and inquired about the 
clothing and hair of the murdered woman. 
She thought the hair as described was too 
light, her sister’s being about the color of her 
own, she said, which is muchdarker. Her sis- 
ter’s purse had a small chain and contained two 
keys, she remembered, and Mrs. Sickles was 
also positive about that. She was shown some 
bone buttons which the reporter had cut from 
the dress, but she could not identify them. 
Mrs. Thompson and her husband did not get 
along at all well and they separated last winter, 
said Mrs. Sickles. Mrs. Thompson was em- 
ployed by Mrs. Webb, on South Broad street,- 
and was a frequent attendant at the Salvation 
Army. It was through the Salvation Army 
that the couple went to living together again. 
Mrs. Thonipson at that time declared that she 
believed Captain Thompson had another wife 
living in Norway. He claims thathe was a 
widower -when he married Miss Lee, 
Just then a letter, which a mail carrier 
brouglit, was hastily opened, and a deep 
sigh of relief came from Miss Lee as she 
parse at the date and signature.

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The Bloody Traditions of Mort al Combat

There are many episodes in the history of 
Fort Hawkins that historians have failed to 
_record—and few are ying whose time-tattered 
minds can now recall them. 

I have asked mén with hoary hairs and 

fotms bent low with age about some of these 
, but when their dim old eyes are turn- 
backward they’are only able to discover a 
feeble speck among the dying embers of mem- 
ory, and they grow confused in trying to dis- 
entangle the Uetails of one among ten thou- 
sand that come crowding forward as the dry 
bones of these old tales are resurrected. 

There is ono tradition, however, that has 
interested me deeply, and by dint of question- 
ing these ancient ones and poring over the 
faded pages of musty old manuscripts, I have 
been able to discover the outlines of the old, 
old story, which I will recount to you.

It was a bright morning in January when a 
courier dashed recklessly down the steep in- 
cline that led to the fording place on the river.

It seems incredible that the exposition 
buildings are now ready for making up ¢X- 
hibits, Less than sixty days ago the ground 
on which they stand was a cotton field, and 
as the buildings have grown the cotton has 
ripened in the rows alongside. In just one 
hundred and two days from the day the first 
Shovel was putin the ground the exposi- 
tion, covering eight acres of floorspace with 
millions of dollar’s worth of exhibits, will 
be open to the public as smart and hand- 
some as if years had been consumed in 
making it ready. 

This is a feat without precedent.» Within 
that time the money has been raised, the 
plans have been perfected, buildings have 
been erected, the grounds beautified, the 
show advertised and the exhibits secured. 
This result is due to the perfect system and 
accuracy with which the enterprise has been 
managed. Iad tunis failed in a single partic- 
niar, irretrievable confusion would have en- 
sued. 

Now comes the most difficult part of the 
problem. Within three weeks over two 
thousand exhibitors, yes, seyeral thousand 
exhibitors, must get their exhibits together, 
collect them in Atlanta and make them 
ready for the public. These exhibitors are 
scattered from Maine to California, and 
from Michigan to Texas.

The exposition 
will be a huge show—bigger than any of 
them believe, and it will be impossible to 
1andile all the material in afew days.

A vety fresh and entertaining Georgia 
editor remarks that ‘‘protectionist manufac- 
turers are men of like passions and infirmi- 
ties, with the rest of the business world;

they would have to pay under a policy of 
fair and open competition with the rest of 
the manufacturing world,is to talk impotent 
and inexcusable foolishness.’’

They can compete with rivals at home who 
enjoy the same advantages, but they cannot 
compete with foreign manufacturers who 
employ pauper labor. American manufac- 
turers pay their employes living wages, but 
they could pay them no wages atallif the 
free trade theorists could have their way. 

The result of free trade is very interest- 
ing to farmers. If the employes of manu- 
facturers are driven out of business, they 
will be compelied to become tramps, or to 
engage in agriculture. But what the farm- 
ers of the country want is not more pro- 
ducers, but more consumers, 

Manufacturers in this country do not pay 
high wages because they avant to, but be- 
cause the resulis of protection compel 
them to.

A New Extradition Treaty. 

Secretary Bayard is said to favor a new 
extradition treaty with England, which will 
enable us to reach over into Canada after 
certain classes of offenders who are now 
safe as soon as they skip across the border. 
Canada would undoubtedly favor such a 
treaty after the experience of recent years. 
She is tired of being the refuge of all 
sorts of criminals from the United States. 

Our treaty with England ini 1842 omitted 
from the list of extraditable offenses a num- 
ber of crimes which should have been in- 
cluded. In one case the United States 
tried to dodge the difficulty thus presented 
by extraditing a person a charge of one 
offense, and trying him for another. 

England treated this as a violation of the 
treaty of 1842, and in 1871 refused to de- 
liver a man demanded by the United States 
unless it should be agreed that he was not 
to be tried for any offense except the one 
alleged as the cause for extradition. This 
refusal led toa suspension of the treaty of 
1842, under the administration of President 
Grant. England secured its revival by 
waiving the point she had made in 1871. 
The decisions of our federal courts since 
that time have sustained the position taken 
by England that a man cannot be extra- 
dited for one offense and tried for another. 
Last December the supreme court of the 
United States settled the question in favor 
of the position taken by England. We are 
thus restricted in our extraditions to the 
list of crimes set forth in the treaty of 1842. 
This list does not include the offenses which 
cause most of the flights to Canada. The 
proposed treaty will probably be made 
very stringent, and will lay open to the in- 
vasion of offended justice that paradise of 
safety and repose in Canada which is a 
constant invitation to the United States 
**boodler.’’

The charge made in Henry George’s pa- 
per that Cardinal Gibbons suppressed a 
letter in Dr. McGlynn’s defense, thus caus- 
ing the doctor to be excommunicated with- 
out being heard, might have stirred up a 
little excitement if it had been directed 
against another man.

Monte Christo Ontdone. 
China has stubbornly resisted the march 


of modern ideas. Her statesmen have pro- 
fessed a contempt for what the outside 
world calls scientific progress, and the 
masses of her people have opposed super- 
stition, prejudice and ignorance against all 
efforts to introduce among them mechani- 
cal appliances of other nations. 

The immense population and great nat- 
ural resources of China have long been a 
tantalizing temptation to the speculative 
and enterprisiug spirit which had overrun 
the rest of the world but which encountered 
an impassable barrier in Chinese law and 
Chinese prejudice. It was plain that a 
golden harvest awaited the pioneers in the 
material development of this great country. 

If we may believe reports which are 
now freely circulated the immemorial 
Chinese policy has been suspended and a 
system of internal improvements on a gi- 
gantic scale has been projected for the 
‘‘Flowery Kingdom.”’ Thig opening in the 
hitherto impenetrable Chinese wall. has 
been accomplished, not by a statesman, a 
diplomat, or even a money king. It is the 
work of a little fidgety individual known as 
Count Mitkiewiez, an alleged Russian no- 
bleman. ‘The count has beep in this coun- 
try several years and never has been still 
five minutes of the entire time. Fle has 
been continually proclaiming some wonder- 
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to the United States he was accompanied 
by several mandaims who came as the rep- 
resentatives of the Chinese government to 
see that. he should procure the means for 
the grand work that he has undertaken, 
According to the ‘latest reports this man, 
who was a year ago diverting the annoy- 
ances of actual poverty by building the 
finmsiest sort of air castles and getting him- 
self laughed at as a crank, has actually or- 

ized a stock company with a capital of 

000,000. Among the subscribers are 
men w the highest financial stefiding and 
b reputation. The Chinese minister 
says that his government will take $5,000,- 
000 of the stock. Chinese bankers and 
merchants have subscribed $7,000,000 more. 
The other $13,000,000 is reserved for Ameri- 
can stockholders and nearly all of it has 
already been taken. 

Drexel, Morgan & Co., of Philadelphia, 
subscribe for $2,000,000 of the stock, and 
Wharton Barker, of Philadelphia, is an- 
other large stockholder. Some Washington 
capitalists who applied for stock the other 
day were informed that they could not 
get it. 

There must be something besides gas in 
this last enterprise of the frisky little count. 
Many a time since he came to America he 
has been without a dollar, but if his present 
plans work out, (and it seems they will), 
he may in a few years be the possessor of a 
fortune that will make the wealth of Gould 
by comparison a mere banble, and the fabled 
‘find’? of Monte Christo pale before the 
actual achievement of a cranky little count 
who got on the good side of the sleepy old 
Chinese.

Building-for Law and Order. 

‘‘The People’s Building and Loan asso- 
ciation built forty-four houses in Atlanta 
last year,’ said Mr. E. P. McBurney, its 
secretary. 

This means that forty-four men in At- 
lanta were made better citizens last year 
than they were the year before. A man is 
a boarder until he builds him a home, and 
more or less uncertain in his stay and his 
movements. ‘Men have died,’’ said Arte- 
mus Ward, “by the thousands for their 
homes; but who ever heard of a single man 
dying in defense of his boarding house.” 
When you get a man to build a home, you 
pin him down to the soil. You make him 
a citizen in the best sense of the word, You 
align him with law and order. You make 
him a careful voter. Heis interested in the 
taxes and takes part in public affairs. His 
vote cannot be bought and he cannot be mis- 
led. His interest in the general welfare of 
the city and the improvement and protection 
of his home is larger than any special inter- 
est can be. 

The People’s company built forty-four 
houses last year. It loaned about $60,000, 
while all the building and loan companies 
of Atlanta loaned $400,000. There must 
have been at least two hundred homes built 
through these agencies in Atlanta last year. 
That is, two hundred people who were 
renters or boarders a year ago, have become 
home owners. The practical and moral 
significance of this is deep. It is doubtful 
if there is, any agency doing more for At- 
lanta’s good than her building and loan as- 
sociations. They have become systematized 
until they are safe, reliable and mutually 
beneficial. Let their good work goon. A 
city of homes is mighty apt to be a city of 


good people.

The English Language. <

The English language has been built by slow 
processes, from rude-spoken vernaculars of different 
though kindred races, but enriched from time to 
time by the introduction of words tocrowed from 
the Greek and Latin tongues. e 

Thirty-one dictionaries of the English language 
have been prepared and published in the United 
States, and one_ hundred and twenty-four have been 
prepared and printed in Great Britain. 

In these authorities,even in the modern ones, 
there are wide differences of opinion in regard to 
spelling and pronunciation, and even in regard to 
the division of words into syllables. Nor is there 
any tendency to uniformity. 

In this country there is a party for Webster and a 
party for Worcester, while in England neither of the 


| American dictionaries is an accepted authority. 


The mysteries and inconsistencies of the English 
language are an impediment to its acquisition by 
those who are born to its use, and an obstacle which 
a majority of foreigners can never overcome. 

Excluding numerous islands, there are three En- 
glish speaking countriesGreat Britain, Ameriea 
and Australia. In England and the United States 
many words are in use, to which different meanings 
are attached. * 

It is of prime {mportance that the spelling of 
words should be the same in all English books, and 
that the pronunciation should be the same with all 
careful speakers.

this cotton was received from points south of 
Atlanta. 

The cotton factors are busy preparing forta 
heavy trade. They anticipate such a business 
in this line as the city has never before done. 
Several new cotton firms are represented here 
this year. 

One of the recent arrivals said to a reporter 
esterday: ‘‘I have been attracted to Atlanta 
y many things. Iwas here on a Visit some 

months ago and fell in love with the city. At 
once I madeup my mind that I would come 
to Atlanta and buy cotton. Iam prepared to 
do a big business. Isee no reason why At- 
lanta’s cotton receipts this year should not be 
in excess of those of any recentyear. The 
cotton crop is going to pan out much better 
than the northern houses have predicted and 
calculated upon, The wonderfully favorable 
weather of the past month has been of untold 
benefit to the plant. I have recently prose- 
cuted inquiries in various quarters and have 
been told everywhere that the crop will be a 
very heavy one. The quality of the staple, 
toc, is unusually good. It is a mistake to sup- 


pose that cotton is the same every year. The 
weather and the season exert some magical in- 
fluence upon the texture of the lint. This 
year such cotton as has come in has clas-

Full Text of the Bill Which Re- 
centiy Passed the House. 


ROUTINE WORK OF SATURDAY’SSESSION 


& Rather Dull Day in the Legislature, in 
Which But Little is Accomplished 
—One Day's Work.

The bill that recently passed the house of 
Pepresentatives on the subject of the inspec- 
tion of illuminating oils, amendsthe existing 
law. on that subject in several particulars. 

The bill provides: That immediately after 
the passage of the act, it shall be the duty of 
the commissioner of agriculture to appoint an 
fnspection of oils at each of the following 
a: Atlanta, Athens, Angusta, Brunswick, 

lumbus, Macon, Rome, and Savannah, pro- 
wided that said inspectors of oils shall not be 


eagpectors of fertilizers. 
h of said inspectors hold their affice for 
two years from the Ist of January, 1858, unless 
removed. In casesof vacancy the com- 
oner appoints a successor for the unex- 
term. Each inspector is authorized to 
point such clerks or deputies as is found 
requisite to the perfect carrying out of the laws 
of this state in reference to the inspection of 
oils, paying said clerks or deputies out of the 
own compensation allowed said inspectors. 
Bond in double the amountof the fees received 
at that point the preceding year is required of 
each inspector. As full compensation, ins 
tors reccive one-half of the fees collected by 
them for inspection. 

The fees for inspection of oils, are: For in- 
specting lots of 400 gallons and upwards, 
whether in bulk or in barrels, one-half cent 

gallon; in quanties more than 200 gallons 
and jess than 400 galions, one cent per gallon; 
in quantities less than 200 gallons, one and one- 
half cents per gallon. No difference is made 
in the inspection of oils in barrels from that in 
bulk. If the inspection is made outside of the 
town in which the inspector resides, he is en- 
titled to five cents per mile for the miles tray- 
eled to make the inspection. ; 

The commissioner of agriculture 
Is required to appoint additional in- 
Bpectors at other places in the 
state, as in his judgment may be proper and 
mecessary to insure the inspection of oils, said 
appointees holding their offices for the same 
term, and subject to the same conditions and 
@uties as the first-named inspectors, their com- 
pensation and bond being fixed in the same 
gmauner. Each inspector, shall by himself, or 
deputy, respond to any demand for the inspec- 
tion of oils made from places within thirty 
miles of the town for which said inspector is 
appointed, and shall receive as additional com- 
pensation, the actual traveling expenses in 
making such inspections, to be paid by the per- 
gons for whom said inspections are made. Ihe 

ileage and traveling expenses allowed the 

‘tors, being in the nature of extra compen- 

tion for extra labor performed in making 
nspections, need not be accounted for. In all 
eases where oil is inspected in bulk, itis made 
the duty of the inspector to see the oil put in 
the barrels he has branded, or take samples 
from the barrels into which said bulk oil has 
beentunloaded. The inspector ,in his discretion, 
may refuse to inspect oil in bulk and require 
the owner or dealer to put said oil in barrels, 
or other packages for the retail trade, before 
he will accord to it an ofticial inspection, pro- 
vided that no inspection of bulk oils shall be 
made at any place in this state, except where 

id bulk oils are unloaded and put into barrels 

or the retail trade. The official brands of in- 
epectors shall in no case be used for branding 
barrels or cases of illuminating oils by any 
otber person than a regularly appointed in- 
spector or his deputy. In nocase shall an in- 
enter have as his deputy any person dealing 
in oils, or in the employ of any person or cor- 
poration so dealinginoil. Theuse of said 
official brand by any person contrary to the 
provisions of this section subjects the person 
using it to all the penalties prescribed in sec- 
tion 4510 of the code. 

The official inspectors at all places at which 
oil is stored in storage tanks of 8,000 gallons, 
and upwards, shall, at leastjonce a week,take a/ 

ir sample ofeach of said storage tanks, and 


sw go make the usual test thereof, and keep a record 


of all such tests. 
No person shall be 
spector of oils, or as a deputy, who 
holds any other. office under the 
state or city government or who deals in illum- 
{nating oils, or who is in any way employed by 
any person or corporation so dealing in illum- 
inating oils. Each inspector is required to 
keep a record of the amount of oils inspected, 
with the name of the person or firm for whom 
paid inspection was made, and of all moneys 
received by him for said inspection. On the 
first of each month he shall forward monthly 
reports to the commissioner of agriculture, and 
at the same time forward to the state treasurer 
one-half of all the moneys received by him for 
fees, and said feesso paid in, shall become a 
art of the common schoo! fund of the state. 
The bill has gone to the senate.

Frank Miller, a negro boy, twelve years of 
age, was drowned in a well at his home on 
Chestnut street yesterday morning. 

The drowning was accidental. 

Miller was living with his aunt, Fanny 
Brown, at 52 Chestnut street—a street near 
the Atlanta university, in the extreme western 

ion of the city. Early yesterday morning 
ewoman began washing some table linen 
for a restaurant, and kept the boy busy draw- 
ing water from the well. The well was about 
sixty feet deep, and walled from bottom 
to top with rough stones. Two buckets 
attached to one rope, which run -over a pully 
suspended from a beam above the well were 
used in drawing the water. The work was 
not hard and difficult and was not considered 
at all dangerous, as @ square box about three 
feet high surrounded the well. 

About ten o’clock the woman instructed 
the boy to draw a bucket of water. The boy 
picked up a vessel and going around the house 
reached the well. One bucket, an empty one, 
was resting on the box while the other one 
was down in the water. The boy pushed the 
empty bucket off the box into the well, and 
catching the rope, began pulling down. This, 
of course, raised the other bucket, and in the 
work the boy’s body was bent half over the 
well. When the fall bucket was nearly up to 
the top of the well the rope slipped from the 
boy’s hand and the weight of the water and 
bucket began carrying it down. The boy 
caught at the rope, and in doing so either lost

I believe me and 
Cousin Pink thought the Chinese was the fun- 
niest, kase they dress so different from any- 
body else-—with ther heads shaved on top and 
a long cue hangin’ down ther back, big loose 
pantaloons, a white jacket hangin’ long down 
over ther pants like a flour sack, a little round 
cap on the top of therheads and tan slippers 
like Indian moccasins on ther feet—that’s the 
way they all dress, and it makes ‘em look like 
twin brothers. 

He's got dark, dirt-eatin’ lookin’ skin—little 
black, oblong eyes. 

You see ’em on the back streets next to lit- 
tle fruit stores in a little cuddy of a room hard- 
ly big enough to turn around iu, ironin’ collars 
and cuffs pretty and white sleek enough to see 
your face in, and that’s the way the most of 
‘em makes ther livin. Some families hires ’em 
to cook—as fur me I druther have a nigger. 
They take great pride in hayin’ that long plat 
of hair on the back of their heads and when It 
is cut off they féel disgraced. 

A man was tellin’ about seeing a Chinaman 
when he was a gwine to Colorado. He 
lowed the poor feller was by 
his se’f didn’t have none of his folks with him, 
and he hadn't been to this country long, and 
couldn’t understand nothin’ you said and you 
couldn’t understand him. He went to sleep on 
the train and wasn’t pesterin’ nobody, and a 
passle of devilish cowboys turned in and cut 
off his cue, and when he waked up and found 
his cue gone he cried and wailed and tuck on 
enough to break a body’s heart to look at him. 

The boys langhed, but it was anything but 
fun to the Chinaman, he was all broke up; 
poor feller hid his face and wouldn’t look at no- 
| bedy. The man said when he looked at him 
he couldn’t keep back the tears, he never was 
as sorry for anybody in his life, and he felt 
like pitchin into them cowboys and whippin 
out the whole gang, but they was all armed 
with bowie knives gnd pistols; they wasa 
wild, terrible set.

monkey don’t have no choice—it's kiss his

gives the poor, little, cowardly monkey. © The 
Mexican sells ‘‘hot tomollies”’ and ‘‘chille-can- 
earni.”’ He hasa basketand alamp on the 
street corners. The lamp is to keep the tomol- 
lies hot. You don’t Know what a hot tomolly 
is’ It’s some kind of meat all ground up fine 
and full of red pepper. That’s why they call it 
hot—it'’s so full of pepper. Theyanake mush

A Specimen of Negro Folk-Lore of European 
Origin. . 
From the Philadelphia Times, 

The following story was taken down by Mr. 
J. V. Stuverkrop, C. E., in 1871, at Goud 
Mountain, Alabama, from the recitation of his 
negro servant, Dick Brown, a ‘‘boy’’ about 
thirty years old, who was a native of Peters- 
burg, Virginia, and there had got it from his 
geanny. ‘It seems clearly,” says a corre- 
spondent of the London Athenmum, ‘‘to be a 
variant of ‘The Master Smith’ cf. Clouston’s 
‘Popular Tales and Fictions,’ ii., 409 and 
Grimm's ‘Old Man Made Young Age i: in 
Mrs. Hunt’s translation).”’ If so, it is the 
only negro folk-tale that is indisputable trace- 
able to an European source,

There are competitive rings for every 
conceivable sort of a horse, or quasi horse, ex- 
ceptthe Zebra, and I shouldn’t wonderif a 
preminm was oiferecd next year for the best 
soxecimen of that anima!, and have a dozen en- 
tries at least for the prize. Camels also may 
b2 in time included. 

Kentucky, perhaps, more than any country 
in the world, has made a study of the horse 
and bred him according to Darwinian princi- 
ples. Outside the reguiar thoroughbreds 
and the trotters there are other breeds just as | 
well marked for special purposes as they. 
These are old-fashioned pacers who beget pa- 
cers and inflict upon the world -a saddle gait 
which is as torturesome asthe shambling jerk | 
of an Arab’s camel but, strangely enough, the | 
very acme of delighttoa woman. Then there | 
are saddle horses of great speed and wonderful 
beauty whose colts will be as certain to go the 
raits of their sires asthe sun will be to rise. 
Many of these will take the rider along ata 
four minute gait so easily thathe may holda 
full glass of water in hisghand and never spilla 
drop. Then thereis the ‘‘combined’’ horse 
who knows all the fine points under the sad- 
dle and will not budge out of a steady square 
trot when the harness is buckled on 
him. All these inherit their 
qualities from their ancesters, and though old 
Liimark himself was a thoroughbred, not one 
vi his pregeny has ever failed to show a saddle 
gait. 

But the ‘‘park’’ horse is more the result of 
education than of breeding. Perhaps in time 
he will be bred, but as yet he is trained, and 
there are men who make their living by train- 
ing and selling these animals. Go into Cen- 
tral park in New York or Lincoln park in Chi- 
cago any fine day when the children of fashion 
are giving themselves an airing, and the read- 
Ways are thronged with fine vehiclesand hand- | 
some horses. See this young scion of a wealthy 
house mounted on his nettled steed go canter- | 
ing by. Now watch the horse shy at a passing | 
phaeton with ladies in it, and go prancing side- 
wise along champing his bit and arching his 
neck, and threatening at every moment to | 
throw his rider, who keeps hisseat with superb | 
grace, and holds a tight rein on his 
courser. Perhaps the rider is a lady, who | 
becomes at once the center of admiring glan- | 
ces. May-be the horse isin harness and draw- 
ing a light buggy, with some young aristocrat 
holding the ripbons. At any rate, the capers | 
of the horse a ‘act the attention of every 

asser-by, and all admire the control over the 
rute which its owner has, and the courage of 
the human in managing the- animal so well. 
May-be it is a grand military parade, and some 
splendidly-equipped ofticer has a glorious char- 
er, who shies at every glint of sunlight on 
Srereseet, or every rattle of his master’s scab- 
bard, and who keeps time with pawing fore- 
feet tothe music of the band. His bowed 
neck and distended nostrils, and the foam that | 
fiecks his mouth as he champs the bit, makes 
rou think his neck is clothed with thunder. | 
‘ou were never more mistaken in your diaguo- | 
sis. These are all ‘“‘park’’ horses, who are 
trained to do this sort of thing, and any child 
can ride or drive them without § any 
fear of consequences. The purpose 
of the performance in each case is to make a 
display and win applause and admiration froin 
the bystanders. Itis a species of cheap glory | 
which fashionable people are willing to pay | 
for and horsemen are willing to cater to so long 
as it brings good dollars to their pockets. 

A good ‘park’ horse must be docile and in- 
telligent, wide between the eyes and mild in | 
look when not excited.
